In America 


In a recent article Raymond Moley dealt 
with the people who have been convicted of 
serving Communism as espionage agents. 
Two of them, he -observed, “were educated 
in institutions provided by the profits of the 
very economic system that Communism is 
determined to destroy.” 

Then he stated, and properly so we be- 
lieve, “let us be slow in condemning our edu- 
cational system for these failures. These 
people were exceptional. But it may well 
be considered by those who direct higher 
education in America whether there is not a 
need to reexamine their responsibilities and 
the way they are carried out. The danger 
is not that there is too much taught about 
what is right with Communism, but that 
there is too LITTLE taught about what is 
right in America.” 

We recently attended a meeting conducted 
by a group who, under the guise of civic 
betterment, fulfilled everything said by 
Moley. Everything in the discussion at that 
meeting stressed what the speakers would 
have their listeners believe was good about 
Communism and Marxism and condemned 
everything that was America. One listening 
to these speakers might well have asked, is 
there anything right about America? 

We all prize academic freedom. But that 
freedom, like all others, involves grave re- 
sponsibilities. Education must cleanse itself 
from within. There can be no question but 
what a certain amount of teaching has been 
Communist inspired. Some has come from 
fellow travelers who religiously attempt to 
follow 7 . the tortuous turnings of the Soviet 
line. And much of it seems more concerned 
with searching for what may be bad in our 
form of government and our economic sys- 
tem than- in describing what is good. 

The young men and women who are at- 
tending our universities of today will decide 
what this country is to be like a generation 
from now. Unless they know “about what 
is right in America,” education will have 
proved itself a ghastly failure — and academic 
freedom itself will die of ai disease of its own 
creation.

Today, and every day, thousands upon 
thousands of shoppers will come home with 
some purchase, delighted over the fact that 
they made “a good buy.” It may be a hat, 
a household appliance, a dozen glasses or 
any one of a limitless number of things.

In this country, with its superb retail or- 
ganizations, we take that “good buy” for 
granted. It is always available. And the 
reason we have it is that we live in a free 
economy in which competition is intense, and 
the rewards go to the merchant who gives 
us the lowest price, or the best service, or 
the most attractive stocks of goods and lets 
us know about it through appealing adver- 
tising. Without that advertising, the public 
doesn’t know who sells what and are con- 
stantly on the alert for the wares of the 
progressive merchant through his advertis- 
ing in the newspaper. Advertising messages 
are similar to personal numbers in the tele- 
phone directory. It tells our acquaintances 
where we are and how we can be reached. 

Visitors from abroad, where retailing is 
conducted with obsolete methods, are amazed 
when they see the progressive American 
store. They can hardly believe that such 
abundance exists and that anyone can buy 
what he wants. What they are seeing, 
whether they realize it or not, is in a large 
measure, the result of planned and logical 
advertising. Without it there would be no 
great stores such as we have today arid these 
store executives knowing that, are the ones 
who keep up consistent advertising in the 
newspaper.

Difficult to Establish Whether Lattimore Was 
A Communist . . . Budenz May Have Been 
Duped, But Record Proves He Has Been a 
Loyal American for the Past Four years . . . 

It may never be definitely established 
whether Owen Lattimore is, or ever has been, 
a Communist, but a few things are apparent 
in the raging controversy started a few 
weeks ago by the allegations by Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy of Communist infiltra- 
tion in the State Department. 

One is that Senator McCarthy has re 
peatedly made irresponsible charges. In not 
a single case has McCarthy been able to 
prove any of his claims. 

However, it now seems obvious that his 
accusations have been given enough sub- 
stance to create a strong doubt in the minds 
of many people to the extent of undermining 
confidence in the State Department and do- 
ing considerable harm to the Democratic 
cause in many sections of the country. 

McCarthy has contradicted himself and 
changed his mind so many times that on 
the record he had to be wrong part of the 
time. But that doesn’t alter the fact that 
one or more persons holding key positions 
in the State Department may be Communists. 

You can wave McCarthy off as a head-line 
seeking political demagogue who makes 
startling charges and then asks somebody 
else to K prove them, but you can’t dismiss 
lightly the testimony of Louis F. Budenz. 

Some of the columnists and commentators, 
discussing all aspects and angles of the 
strange situation, have speculated even on 
the possibility of this being a skillful Com- 
munist plot to destroy confidence in our State 
Department. 

Almost anything is possible, but that 
theory just doesn’t stand up in the face of 
the facts. 

There’s always a disposition to view with 
suspicion and skepticism a man such as 
Budenz who gave up his own religion, be- 
came a Communist, served the cause of Com- 
munism for years, then renounced it and 
returned to his own faith. 

You wonder why Budenz, if he is now a 
loyal American, didn’t speak up earlier 
against Lattimore, why he didn’t come for- 
ward and make his statements that a man 
vested with responsibility and trust by the 
State Department was a Communist. 

Whatever your doubts and uncertainties 
about Budenz mayjDe, the records show that 
for the past four years he has been a stern 
foe of Communism. 

He had assisted the government in flush- 
ing out hidden Communists. He exposed 
possibly the top Communist figure in the 
country. He was a key witness against the 
11 Communists convicted recently in New 
York. He gave important testimony against 
Alger Hiss. He uncovered an American con- 
tact with a Soviet spy ring in Canada. 

There simply isn’t any doubt but that he 
believes Lattimore is a Communist, and the 
only question is whether his judgment is 
based on misinformation. He can’t offer any 
strong first-hand information to support that 
judgment. 

He bases his statement on what top Com- 
munists told him in the days when he was 
one of them. They could have misinformed 
and misled him. But it doesn’t seem likely 
that they would. Budenz could have been 
the victim of a sinister plot on the part of 
his own former fellow Communists, but that 
doesn’t seem to make much sense. 

Earl Browder contradicts Budenz. But 
most people wouldn’t place much stock in 
what Browder said one way or another. He’s 
not exactly a reliable gentleman on whom 
to base anything. He undoubtedly knows 
whether Lattimore was a Communist. But 
to what extent can he be believed? 

You come back to the question whether 
Communists tell each other the truth when 
they’re working together and whether you 
can depend completely on what Budenz was 
told. 

Most people are naturally suspicious of 
any information that comes from the dark, 
misty workings of the Communist organiza- 
tion, even when related by a man whose 
patriotism now seems beyond challenge. 

Men like George C. Marshall have a 
staunch trust in Lattimore’s loyalty. Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s former counter-intelligence 
chief in the Orient practically vouches for 
him. 

It may be, impossible to prove that Latti- 
more is a Communist, but it’s going to be 
just about as difficult to convince some per- 
sons that Budenz didn’t know what he was 
talking about or that Budenz himself was 
duped. 

Blunt, outspoken Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers came right out the other day 
and said what a good many people have been 
thinking. 

The occasion was a luncheon held at the 
Mayflower Hotel in Washington by a Mas- 
sachusetts delegation which had flown to the

Detection of Heart 
Disease Is Subject of 
Community Council Talk 

A discussion of the elty wtde program for the detection of heart 
disease was the subject of the annual dinner meeting: of the New- 
ton Community Council held at the Y.M.C.A. last Thursday eve- 
ning. 'Following a brief business meeting and the election of 
officers, Charles O. Richter, Council chairman, presented to the 
assembled delegates three Newton physicians representing the 
local Health Department and the staff of the Newton Wellesley 
Hospital. 


Dr. Ernest M. Morris, Public 
Health Director, credited the City 
of Newton with having the high 
calibre of medical practice that 
resulted in Its selection by the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Health as 
the first city to undertake a com- 
munity-wide heart program. 
Pointing out the extremely high 
local and national death rate due 
to heart disease, Dr. Morris ex- 
pressed full confidence in the 
type of free screening examina- 
tion to be offered all residents of 
the city next fall. 

Dr. Egon E. Kattwinkel, a 
senior staff physician at the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, spoke 
of Newton’s present survey of 
rheujmatic fever cases and told 
of the development and use of 
many new drugs in the treatment 
and prevention of such diseases. 
In referring to the dangers of 
overexertion and excessive 
weigh as well as to the high inci- 
dence of heart disease in elderly 
people, Dr. Kattwinkel welcomed 
the proposed heart program de- 
signed to detect early symptoms 
of heart disorder. 

Dr. Waiter C. Blanchard report- 
ed the results of limited heart 
study programs v Ii indicated 
the need and practicability of 
community-wide screening. Local 
physicians, Dr. Blanchard stated, 
have long been Interested in de- 
veloping an inexpensive and ef- 
fective single screening device 
for heart disorders and look for- 
ward eagerly to the opportunity 
to conduct such a program 
throughout the City of Newton. 

At the conclusion of the physi- 
cians’ reports delegates from all 
Newton welfare and service or- 
ganizations were given an oppor- 
tunity to witness an actual 
screening demonstration present- 
ed by members of the Newton 
Community Council, Dr. Zukel 
from the Heart Demonstration 
Program, and Miss Packer from 
the Newton Health Department.

Check to Start 
On Employment 
Security Law

The Division of Employment 
Security is starting a statewide 
intensive check of all business 
establishments aimed at finding 
out if employers have complied 
with the law, Antonio England, 
director, has announced. 

Investigators throughout the 
state are starting a "block” sys- 
tem of in estigation in an effort 
to learn whether all employers 
of one or more workers have 
notified this agency that they 
are in business or have filed the 
required reports. The investi- 
gators will not call upon em- 
ployers who are already listed 
with the Division. 

The law provides that employ- 
ers are liable for the payment 
of back taxes and also for in- 
terest charges or a penalty as- 
sessment if they had one or 
more workers employed. Mr.

homogenized milk at a higher 
price, the price being in excess 
of the cost of homogenizing. 

"The Commission unanimously 
proposes to outlaw all the fancy 
brand names as misleading and 
to require milk to be graded in 
three legal grades, (1) "Ap- 
proved," being the lowest; (2) 
"Grade A" with a higher cream 
content; and (3) "Certified” with 
a very tiny bacteria count. Act- 
ually, "Approved” milk has a 
normal amount of cream and a 
low bacteria count. It is entirely 
healthy and reasonable for nor- 
mal use. New York City with 
three grades of milk and publica- 
tion of prices was paying two 
cents a quart less than Boston 
the first of this year. 

"In objecting to price-fixing, 
the dissenters point out that the 
fixing of minimum prices in the 
past has always resulted in a 
price based upon the least effi- 
cient distributor and has injured 
the public by making it a crime 
to under sell. The farmer, who 
produces milk, is already pro- 
tected by federal legislation 
against too small a price for raw 
milk. The only area of price- 
fixing open to the State officials 
is in the distribution system. 

Senator Joseph F. Gibney was 
chairman of the Commission. 
Representatives Richter of Brook- 
line and Putnam of Nfledham filed 
separate dissenting reports in ad- 
dition to the report signed by 
Senator Lee, Mrs. Sagoff and 
Representative Richter.

Wellesley Hospital tomorrow (Friday) will Include conducted tours 
through portions of the newly completed wing and other renovated 
areas, Dr. T. Stewart Hamilton, Director of the hospital, has an- 
nounced. Guests are asked to use the northern entrance to the 
laboratory, where they will be greeted and then divided Into 
smaller groups before touring the hospital. The purpose and work 
of each area visited will be explained and some demonstrations 
will l»e observed. 


The men behind the “men in 
white” — the medical laboratory 

technicians will be featured 

this May 12. Via numerous tests 
the technician plays an all-lmpor- 
tant role in assisting the physi- 
cian in establishing his diagnosis, 
be It concerned with biochemis- 
try, bacteriology, hematology, 
serology or parasitology Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital possesses one 
oi the most modern and best 
equipped community hospital lab- 
oratories In the Commonwealth. 

Under the supervision of a full- 
time pathologist, thd laboratory, 
as all other departments of the 
hospital, services the needs of the 
hospital’s patients and peoples 
of the community referred to It 
for laboratory care. It not only 
completes the prescribed tests for 
patients housed within the hos- 
pital, and for patients seen on the 
accident floor and in the out- 
patient clinics, but aisu for many 
people of the community who are 
receiving treatment either at 
home or at their family physi- 
cians office.

Freedom of speech, freedom of religion 
and freedom of workers to organize, all dis- 
appear when a centralized socialistic gov- 
ernment becomes a fact.

President Truman Will Defend the 81st 
Congress in His "Non-Political" Trip Across 
the Country . . . Voters May Find It Hard 
to See How It is an Improvement Over 
the 80th Congress 

President Truman’s so-called non-political 
tour across the country is being staged under . 
more favorable circumstances than the ones 
he made in the early summer and fall of 
1948. but the roan Its may not prove as 
effective. 

Mr. Truman then was cast in the role of 
the little man fighting gallantly against 
heavy odds, and as the underdog who re- 
fused to admit he was beaten, when just 
about everyone else believed he was, he cap- j 
tured the imagination of the people and won 
their sympathy. 

His target on his ’48 trips usually was 
the 80th Congress and he went deep into 
his bag of superlatives as he fashioned the 
homespun shafts he Hurled at that body, re- 
ferring to it as a “do-nothing” and the 
“worst” Congress. 

Where the 80th Congress was under Re- ! 
publican rule, the 81st is under Democratic 
control, and Mr. Truman has to be a little 
more careful in his references to the present I 
body lest at some point he leave an opening 
for a damaging G.O.P. counter-blow. 

A great many people of Democratic lean- 
ings can’t see that the present Congress is 
any big improvement over its predecessor. 
Certainly, it hasn’t redeemed all the pledges 
Mr. Truman made in his '48 campaign, and 
its hasn’t come anywhere near enacting the 
program the President outlined to the people. 

The Taft-Hartley law which he assailed 
so bitterly two years ago is still on the 
nation’s statute books. No civil rights legis- 
lation has been adopted. Federal rent-con- 
trol probably will go out of existence at the 
end of next month. Other Truman measures 
such as federal aid to education are still in 
moth balls. 

That poses a somewhat delicate problem 
for President Truman, though it may not 
be as touchy right now as it will be next 
fall when Mr. Truman is pumping for a 
greater Democratic margin in the 82nd Con- 
gress. 

The President started his tour by defend- 
ing the 81st Congress. His attitude on this 
trip apparently is going to be that Congress 
is doing all right and that you should wait 
until its record is completed before you pro- 
nounce judgment on it. 

Maybe it has been doing all right, but it 
hasn’t been doing all the things President 
Truman wanted it to do, and at this stage 
there is no compelling reason for anticipat- 
ing that it will do them either. 

Mr. Truman is a skilled politician, but even 
he may find it a little difficult to say a kind 
word for the 81st Congress and at the same 
time explain why he hasn’t more to show 
for its efforts. 

The big factor that will be missing on 
this trip and in the campaign next fall will 
be the one of sympathy. Mr. Truman no 
longer is a political David fighting against 
the Republican Goliaths, and he no longer 
is pleading that the Republican grip on Con- 
gress be broken. Now h.e’s asking that the 
Democratic strength be increased. 

Of course, this trip is just a warmup, a 
prelude to the battle that will be waged next 
October. President Truman may influence 
some of his listeners and help shape their 
political thinking, but not many people decide 
in May how they will vote in October. 

He also may be able to undo some of the 
damage that has been wrought to the Demo- 
cratic cause from the charges by Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy of communists in the 
State Department. 

It is expected that Mr. Truman will place 
some stress on the fact that McCarthy has 
proved none of his charges, that he hasn’t 
flushed a single Communist out of the State 
Department and that even Owen Lattimore 
was never officially connected with the De- 
partment. 

A number of people have asked why the 
President persists in referring to his cross j 
country trek as a * * non-gglitica l” # tour and 
why he isn’t completely honest about it and 
label it for what it is, a campaign trip. 

The impression seems to be that the Pres- 
ident is calling it a non-political tour so that 
he may pay for it out of his own travelling 
expenses instead of the war chest of the 
Democratic national committee. 

That probably is not an important fact, if 
it even enters into the consideration at all. 
The cost of the tour would not be as great 
as you might think because the expenses 
of the newspaper men, who comprise a large 
proportion of the party, are paid by the 
papers and news services they represent, and 
the Democratic national committee is well 
heeled to meet any expenses that might be 
incurred. 

But President Truman might well be criti- 
cized for leaving the White House at this 
season of the year, six months in advance 
of the election, to make a strictly political 
trip. 

So on the surface he will shape his 
speeches mostly as a report to the people, 
throwing in a bit of politics here and there 
and hoping that in the process he may con- 
vert some Republicans into Democrats and 
build up the enthusiasm of luke-warm Demo- 
crats. 

Glamorous Congresswoman Helen Gaha- 
gan Douglas, seeking the Democratic nomi- 
nation for the U. S. Senate in California, 
will campaign in a helicopter.

sponsored by the Newton Tribute 
Foundation. 

For the past weeks the com- 
mittees have been busy getting 
everything in readiness. Many 
prominent men and women of all 
the Newtons have been helping 
with this project, including Louis 
Bachrach, whoso garden was 
open last year, Mrs. Dougins 
Francis, vice-president of the 
Newton Tribute Foundation, Mrs. 
Fletcher Eades, Dr. William Mac- 
Donald and Mrs. Allen Brailey, 
both of whose gardens have been 
open in the past, Mrs. Ralph 
Keyes, Mrs. Henry S. C. Cum- 
mings, Mrs. Walter B. Godsoe, 
Mrs. John Brown of Auburndale, 
president of the Newton Tribute 
Foundation, Orville Clapper, War- 
ren Oliver, Mrs. Ernest Rails- 
back and others. Harold A. Woos- 
ter, secretary of the Newton 
Tribute Foundation has been in- 
valuable in his efforts at getting 
out notices, and there are other 
officers and directors unfailing 
in their work and cooperation 
with regard to the plantings 
along Commonwealth avenue. 

These plantings, it will be re- 
membered, are more than just 
“something to look at.” They are 
an expression of appreciation 
from the citizens of Newton to 
those men and women of the city 
who served during the war, a 
small, but sincere tribute to the 
efforts of those men and women. 

Bradford Williams, landscape 
architect for the plantings, is 
more than satisfied with the way 
they have come along since first 
being established three years 
ago. At that time over 600 field- 
grown laurel and 18 hemlocks 
were set out in ground well pre- 
pared in advance at the follow- 
ing intersections: Walnut street 
and Commonwealth avenue, 
where the planting is most ela- 
borate, being on both sides of 
Walnut street: Centre street and 
Commonwealth avenue; and at 
Norumbega Park, which is one 
of the entrances to Newton. This 
planting was taken care of by Mr. 
Gill, owner and manager of the 
Park who is very much in favor 
of the entire scheme. 

Interspersed with the laurel 
and hemlock, which is the theme 
for all plantings, are many flow- 
ering trees such as dogwood, 
flowering crab, Washington 
thorn, and other shrubs and small 
trees chosen for some kind of 
spectacular beauty. All the plants 
chosen will give the greatest pos- 
sible return for a minimum of 
care to facilitate the work of the 
city gardeners in later years. 
After once being established, 
these plantings are turned over 
to the City of Newton, without 
whose fine cooperation they could 
not have existed. Already the 
city has mulched them during 
each Winter, established benches 
and pebble-platforms for use at 
the various bus stations so peo- 
ple would be discouraged from 
walking on the plantings them- 
selves, and framed them with 
grass so they will be nicely set 
off. The present idea of the New- 
ton Tribute Foundation Tribute 
Foundation is to see that the 
three established plantings are 
well launched and then they hope 
to introduce additional plantings 
at other needy spots and thus 
help Newton earn its right to bo 
called “Garden City.”

Turning Errors Are 
Responsible for 
5% of Accidents 


’A right turn is a simple man- 
euver when driving a vehicle, yet 
turning errors are reported In 
about 5 percent of all accidents," 
Police Chief Purcell stated this 
week. 

"Turning from the proper lane 
and correct hand signals are two 
of the important aids to traffic 
safety. A more strict observance 
of these regulations will save 
lives in our community,” Chief 
Purcell continued. 

He listed the following tips on 
right turns: 

1. Keep as close as possible to 
the right edge of the roadway 
both before and after turning. 
Don’t swing out. 

2. Don’t forget to make the 
hand signal well in advance of 
the turn. 

3. Anticipate the turn far 
enough in advance so that you 
can be in the proper lane. This 
means keeping your mind on 
your driving. 

4. Keep close to the right 
after turning to cause a minimum 
of interference with the traffic 
flow you are entering.

A* a result of a decision last Fall by the Newton C ommunity 
Council to secure an over all picture of the facilities available for 
need people In Newton and the Raps that need to he Hlled, a study 
and report written by Alice B. Huling, Research Assistant for the 
United Community Services of Metropolitan, Boston, reveals that 
based on the 1940 Federal Census which showed a population of 1 
69,873 persons in Newton, 12,648 or 18.2 percent of the total were 
over 55 years of age.

Housing 

In an attempt to get an idea 
of the way the older people of 
Newton are living today, some ex- 
ploration was made in the report 
of the police listing of 1949. A 
count was made of the men and 
women of 60 64 years and those of 
65 years and over in Wards 1 and 
2. Record was made whether 
they were living with persons of 
the same name, in the hope that 
it would provide an indication to 
what extent these elder citizens 
were living with relatives. It can 
be regarded, at best, only as an

indication, as this method would 
fail to show those living with 
married daughters who are as 
likely to be caring, for dependent [ 
parents as sons and unmarried 
daughters. The results showed 
that in Ward 1, 77.8 per cent of , 
the men over 65 years of age and 
57 per cent of the women of the 
same age group^were living with 
persons of the same name. 

The corresponding proportions 
for Wards 2 were 80.3 per cent 
for men and 52.9 per cent for 
women.

In these two wards the total 
number of women of 55 years and 
over was 1A times the number 
of mem However 82.3 per cent of 
the men and 58.4 per cent of the 
women were living with persons 
of the same name. The longer 
life expectancy of women may be 
a factor here. However such fig- 
ures as these give point to the 
predominance of accommodations 
for women rather than men in 
the incorporated nomes for the 
aged. 

Newton has 4 incorporated 
homes for the aged, the Baptist 
Home of Massachusetts, the 
Stone Institute and Newton 
Home for the Aged, St. Raphael’s 
Hall of the Catholic Guild for the 
Blind, and the Home of the Swed- 
ish Charitable Association. In ad- 
dition, the New-ton City Infirm- 
ary has 13 residents of over 65 
years of age. 

The Baptist Home of Massa- 
chusetts, 66 Commonwealth ave- 
nue, accepts for life care both 
men and women over 65 years of 
age who are members of Baptist 
Churches in Massachusetts, upon 
payment of an admission fee of 
$500 and assignment of property. 
The Home has a capacity of 54 
and a waiting list of 83. Four of 
the present family of the Home 
are former residents of -.Newton, 
and only 1 of the applicants on 
the waiting list. Members of the 
home come and go freely, follow- 
ing their own hobbies, and make 
use of book deposits from the 
public library. Religious services 
are held every week and the mem- 
bers of the group make contribu- 
Lons of money and articles they 
nave made for benevolences out- 
side the home. At present there 
is only one male resident. While 
there is no infirmary, residents 
who need nursing care are moved 
into single rooms in a wing where 
they are under the care of the 
nurses. 

The Stone Institute and New- 
ton Home for the Aged, 277 Elliot 
street, Newton Upper Falls, has 
a capacity of 25 which is full at 
present with a waiting list of 34. 
The board has plans drawn for 
the addition of another wing 
which would double the capacity 
and at the same time provide a 
5 room infirmary. As yet, there 
are not. sufficient funds to build 
this addition and at the same 
time keep the necessary reserve ( 
for emergencies. For the last two 
years there has been an annual 
deflicit. Under the present admis- 
sion plan, a woman of 65 who is 
a resident of Newton is eligible, 
upon payment of an admission 
fee of $250 and assignment of 
property, with the guarantee of 
life care. All of the residents at 
present are over 70 years of age 
and some are 90. Several are ! 
receiving nursing care in their I 
rooms by two daytime nurses and 
one at night. Although the mem- 
bers of the home family are free 
to come and go, most of them are 
inclined to remain at the home i 
and enjoy the occasional enter- 
tainments which are brought to 
them. Church services are held 
twice a month. 

Saint Raphael’s Hall. 770 Cent- 
er street, is conducted by 6 Ro- 
man Catholic Sisters under the 
auspices of the Catholic Guild 
for the Blind and is a boarding 
horn* for 18 women of 65 years , 


j or over who are legally blind. The 
rates are from $18 to $25 a week. 
Most of the accommodations are 
in large rooms with 3 in a room. 
On the third floor Is a larger 
room, divided into individual 
cubicles. There are 15 residents at 
present. They move about the 
house freely and enjoy the radio 
and talking book. The sisters read 
aloud and direct a hobby class. 
Students from nearby colleges 
give a weekly entertainment and 
services are conducted by the 
chaplain. The guests are drawn 
from the Catholic archdiocese and 
are not all residents of Newton. 
Only two of those waiting for ad- 
mission are residents of Newton. 

1 The Swedish Home for the 
Aged, 206 Waltham street, has 
33 guests, 10 of which are men. 
Applicants must be 65 years of 
age and have been residents for 
three years of an area within 10 
miles 6f Boston. They are accept- 
ed for life care on payment of 
$500 and assignment of their 
property. The members of the 
home family share in the house- 
hold tasks on alternate weeks 
and may come and go freely. 
They enjoy making handwork 
articles for the biennial bazaar, 
and are entertained at coffee 
parties and entertainments pro- 
vided by Swedish groups. Re- 
ligious services are held every 
other week. There is a long wait- 
ing list but applications arc not 
investigated until there is a va- 
cancy and it is not known how 
many are New’ton residents. Of 
the present group, 7 are confined 
to their rooms. There are two 
nurses in the daytime and a reg- 
istered nurse at night. 

At the Walker Missionary 
Homes of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreigrf Mis- 
sions. there are four boarding 
homfcs with accommodations for 
retired missionaries and those 
who are on temporary furloughs. 
Barton House at 138 Hancock 
stieet, Aubumdale is occupied by 
older retired missionaries, with 
a capacity of 18 guests with a 
commbn dining room. Hazeltine 
House of the Women's American 
Baptist Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety at 40 Chase street, Newton 
Center, makes similar provision 
for elderly retired Baptist mis- 
sionaries. There are 10 residents 
at present. 

There are 3 privately run 
boarding homes each licensed to 
care for more than two boarders. 
They have a combined capacity 
of 27 residents. Weekly rates run 
from $12 to $25. The police listing 
of 1949 showed that 19 of the 
boarders at these homes were 
over 60 years of age Fifteen were 
women. 

In addition, there are 16 licens- 
ed nursing homes with a fotal 
capacity of 169. Charges range 
from $25 to $100 per week with a 
median of $35. At the time of the 
police listing in 1940, 91 people 
of over 60 years were under care 
in 13 of these homes. Of these, 
17 were men and 74, womep. 

At present the city is sponsor- 
ing a study of zoning which is be- 
ing conducted by the Division of 
City Planning of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology to 
determine the possibility of re- 
zoning sections of the city for 
multiple housing of the garden 
type for persons of moderate in- 


come. If such apartments, of 2 
stories and not more than 20 
apartments to a unit, were sit- 
uated within easy reach of the 
stores, they might meet the needs 
ot the increasing number of 
people past middle life who are 
anxious to move from their larg- 
er single residences after their 
children have established family 
units of their own and the par- 
ents arc ready for retirement. 
There is a strong desire among 
the people of Newton to preserve 
the residential nature of the city. 
The Chamber of Commerce has 
offered a plan for the adaptation 
of large residences to accommo- 
date 2 or 3 families, without 
changing the exterior of. the 
property. It includes a plan of 
licensing, with restrictions as to 
«afety and provision for care in 
keeping up the property. 

The Department of Public Wel- 
fare reports that a considerable 
number of Its beneficiaries are 
living in the homes of relatives 
or friends who are not legally 
liable for their support, under 
conditions which are similar to 
foster care. These seem satisfac- 
j tory. When dissatisfaction arises, 
the workers of that department 
j assist in making new arrange- 
ments. There is no central regis- 
try of boarding facilities.

Representative Rawson was 
elected to the House of Rcpre 
sentatlves in 1942 and reelected 
in 1944, 1946 and 1948. As clerk 
and as chairman for four years 
of the Committee on Election 
Laws, he had a large part in 
the first general revision of the 
election laws in over 30 years. 
He was also vice chairman of 
the Recess Commission to study 
election laws in 1945-6. For his 
work on those laws he has been 
commended by William E. Mul- 
lin in the Boston Herald, though 
a minority member of the com- 
mittee since the Democrats took 
over in 1949 he has succeeded 
in preventing many unwise 
changes in those laws. 

As clerk of the Military Af- 
fairs and Public Safety Com- 
mittee, 1943 to 1948, he had a 
large part in most of the sound 
and constructive legislation 
passed for veterans and their 
dependents. He was also one 
of those who seconded the enact- 
ment of legislation to recon- 
struct and modernize Logan Air- 
port. 

During his first term, he was 
one of a committee of three to 
whom the problems arising out 
of the Cocoanut Grove disaster 
were referred. With Senator 
Clawport he wrote the Public 
Safety Act of 1943 which brought 
the building safety and fire pre- 
vention laws up to date and 
made them applicable to Boston. 
From that start he has kept a 
deep interest in such laws and 
their improvement. 

Always a believer in economy 
in government and tax reduc- 
tion, he secured the defeat of 
a bill to increase the state in- 
come tax in 1947, and in 1946 
he led the successful fight to 
defeat a proposed inheritance 
tax on life insurance proceeds. 
Last year he voted against Gov- 
ernor Dever’s huge supplemen- 
tary budget, and his tax bill. 
He was one of those who se- 
cured the defeat of the tax on 
savings bonds and cooperative 
banks. With Rep. Howard Whit- 
more and Senator Lee, he filed 
a bill this year to grant tax 
relief to those whose income is 
only unearned income, a much 
needed improvement in our tax 
laws. , , 

Always mindful of Newtons 
needs, he has fought for years 
to get the State to take Route 
128 out of Newton on the ground 
that it is a nuisance, a faffle 
hazard and a damage to prop- 
erty. The fight is now won and 
the work on the new relocated 
route is going on. 

Rep. Rawson was educated in 
the public schools of Holliston, 
his native town. He was grad- 
uated from Amherst College in 
1908, magna cum laude, and a 
member of Phi Beta Kappa. He 
has been secretary of his class 
since 1923. He is also a life 
trustee of the Amherst Chapter 
of Phi Gamma Delta Fraternity, 
of which he is a member. He 
has spent his life in the insur- 
ance business, and is a member 
of the Boston Life Underwriters 
Association and the National 
Association of Life Underwrit- 
ers. He serves as moderator of 
Immanuel Baptist Church of 
Newton and is a trustee of Stone

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An Act Which Should Pass 

There are more than 1.750,000 children 
of school age throughout the United States 
who are being denied opportunities for edu- 
cation because their physical handicaps keep 
them from regular school classes. 

These children require education, bat they 
are unable to obtain it because there is no 
special education program, or an inadequate 
program, in their communities . 

At present, there is no Federal-State pro- 
gram for the education of psysically handi- 
capped children. There are programs for 
surgery, hospitalization, medical care and 
treatment of crippled children. Vocational 
training is provided for the handicapped 
when they reach 17 or 18 years of age. But 
the important educational years are between 
the ages of 5 and 17. 

To fill this gap in services for the handi- 
capped, the Physically Handicapped Chil- 
dren’s Educaion Act of 1960 was introduced 
last February in both the Senate (S. 3102) 

. and the House of Representatives (H.R. 
7396). There will be sub-committee hear- ( 
ings on the bill within the next several ' 
weeks and it is hoped floor action will be 
taken before Congress adjourns. 

The Bay State Society for the Crippled 
and Handicapped is seeking support for this 
measure to help handicapped children in Mas- 
. sachusetts. It is asking citizens of Massa- 
chusetts to write immediately to their Sen- j 
ators and Congressmen to enlist their aid in 
support of the bill. 

Physically handicapped children who will 
be benefitted by this , legislation are the 
crippled (including the cerebral palsied), the 
blind, partially seeing, deaf, hard of hearing, 
defective in speech, tuberculosis, epileptic, 
cardiopathic or otherwise physically handi- 
capped to such an extent that they require 
special services for their education. 

In its declaration of policy, the Physically 
Handicapped Children’s Act of 1950 states 
that it shall be the national policy that “no 
crippled or otherwise physically handicapped 1 
child in the United States shall come to adult i 
life without the opportunity for an education i 
adapted to his needs”

Teamed For Defense 

This nation will mark its first observance , 
of Armed Forces Day this Saturday, a day , 
set aside by the President and the Secretary , 
of Defense as a special tribute to the men I 
and women who have served and are serving , 
. in the Army, the Navy, the Air Force, the 
Marine Corps and the Coast Guard. 

The observance will carry many of the 
identifying marks of previous days set to 
honor the individual services. There will be 
parades, speeches, and air shows. “Open 
House” will be held at military and naval 
installations ashore, and aboard ships of the 1 
Navy in ports along the New England coast. 

; This first Armed Forces Day is designed 
to demonstrate to the taxpayers of America 
that the services are ‘‘Teamed for Defense.” 
Plans for all local observances of Armed 
Forces Day have been worked up by com- 
mittees composed of representatives of all 
the Armed Services, and civilian civic groups. 

Ever since unificaion became the law of 
the land, the services have been engaged 
in joint maneuvers. Fleet exercises at sea 
have included representation from the Army, 
Air Force and Marine Corps. The Army 
likewise has had representation from sister 
services in their exercises. 

In the only joint operation in peace-time 
under emergency conditions, the Air Force 
and the Navy’s air arm combined to beat 
a potential enemy at their own game by 
breaking the Berlin blockade with the “Oper- 
ation Vittals” Airlift. 

Armed Forces Day, in addition to giving 
the people of the United States a better un- 
derstanding of their fighting forces, is also 
granting each serviceman and woman the 
opportunity for self-appraisal in the light of 
his or her responsibility as a member of the 
nation’s- defense team — the unified Armed 
Forces of the United States. If you have 
the opportunity, be sure to visit your nearest 
military or naval installation during Armed 
Forces Week. You’ll find the services in fact 
and in spirit, “Teamed for Defense.”

After Three Years 

Three years ago. Eugene Dennis, general 
secretary of the Communist party in the 
United States, went to Washington. He was 
called there to testify before a congressional 
committee. He had no intention of answer- 
ing the committee’s questions. Instead, he 
attempted to read a long harangue based 
on the now long-recognized double-talk of 
his kind. 

He was duly convicted of contempt. His 
appeals were carried to the highest court in 
the land. His counsel exhausted every pos- 
sible legal avenue to save him from the 
one-year sentence imposed upon him. Last 
week, the U. S. Court of Appeals directed 
that he begin serving that sentence forth- 
with. Could three years conceivably elapse 
between sentence and its execution for a 
defendant appearing before one of Premier 
Stalin’s “people's courts?” Even Mr. Den- 
, nis knows that could not happen behind the 
Iron Curtain. 


Current Comments 



President Truman's Tour Has Failed as a 
Political Mission . . . Trip Certainly Hot 
Necessary to Give People the "Facts" . . . 
Fantastic "Amerasia" Case Calls lor Com- 
plete Investigation . . . 

As a political expedition it appears from 
this distance that President Truman’s “non- 
political” tour across the country fell a good 
deal short of being a spectacular success. 

Certainly, there has been nothing in any 
of the despatches to indicate that the Presi- 
dent fired the public imagination in any- 
thing approaching the same manner as in 
1948 when he was the dogged little man 
fighting courageously against seemingly 
hopeless odds. 

Mr. Truman may have built some good- 
will for himself and the Democratic party 
by letting the people see him and hear him, 
but as a political mission it’s doubtful that 
his trip accomplished very much. 

The one element Viissing this time which 
counted so heavily in the President’s favor 
back in the autumn of 1948 was public sym- 
pathy. 

A year and a half ago, you could sense 
that most of the people stretched out be- 
fore President Truman as he delivered his 
back-platform speeches felt that he was one 
of th r «m and that he was making their fight. 

They obviously didn’t believe he was go- 
ing to win, but they wanted to let him know 
that if he was going down they were going 
down with him. He was a sort of symbol 
of the plain man who wouldn’t admit he was 
beaten and just kept on fighting. So many 
people decided to go down with him that he 
didn’t go down at all. 

It was nothing like that this time. You 
had the feeling last week that Mr. Truman 1 
was setting up windmills to battle. He de- 
voted a good part of his speeches to telling 
the people he was going to give them the 
facts and much less time actually to giving 
them any real facts. 

Of course, it’s nothing but sheer non- 
sense when the President of the United 
States implies that the only way he can get 
the facts home to the people is to go out 
among them and tell them face to face. 

That’s so clearly a play for sympathy 
that it almost insults the intelligence of the 
persons at whom it is directed. 

No President, Democrat or , Republican, 
has any trouble getting his story to the 
people. There are few, if any, daily news- 
papers which do not report what he says or 
does. If he makes a speech or a statement, 
they usually publish it in full. 

Columnists and editorial writers may 
differ with the President. They may criti- 
cize and take issue with him. But it's pre- 
posterous even to suggest that any news- 
paper suppresses news* concerning him. 

The vast majority of the daily newspapers 
of the country get their news about the 
President from the Associated Press. Its 
stories, written for Democratic, Republican 
and independent papers alike, invariably are 
handled objectively, with their main pur- 
pose the presentation of the news and the 
facts. 

As a matter of common sense, the news- 
paper that failed to give the people the news 
about the man at -the head of their govern- 
ment wouldn’t be in business very long. 

Mr. Truman may have been groping for an 
excuse to explain why he made the trip, but ! 
he didn’t come up with a very good one. 

« • * * 

It will be an amazing thing if the Senate \ 
investigating committee fails to heed the 
demands by Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., 
and others that it conduct a careful and 
thorough probe of the weird and fantastic 
Amerasia case. 

Enough facts have been outlined concern- 
ing this astonishing case to form a baffling j 
web of intrigue, involving the theft of top 
secret documents during wartime and then 
an apparent hushing-up of the entire matter. I 

The more deeply one delves into the case, | 
the more bewildered one becomes. Scores 
of top-secret government documents were j 
found in the New York office of a small and 
obscure magazine called Amerasia. 

Apparently, the theft M0HPthe important 
documents, dealing mostly with China and! 
the Far East, created a sensation in high 
government circles at the time. But from 
the manner in which the case subsequently 
was prosecuted in court it would seem that 
it was considered a harmless lark. 

There may have been some sound reason 
why the Department of Justice did not pre- 
sent all the evidence in court against those 
implicated, and there may be some good 
reason why the case was disposed of in a 
few minutes on a Saturday morning. But 
it is going to be very difficult to convince 
anyone that this is so unless there is a full- 
dress investigation of the entire affair with 
all the facts made public. 

It is an astonishing thing that top-secret 
documents could be taken from army intelli- 
gence, navy intelligence, the State Depart- 
ment, the OSS and the Office of Censorship 
and still have no one go to jail and evidently 
have no serious effort made by the Depart- 
ment of Justice to send anyone to jail. 

One person was fined $2500 and another 
$500 and that was the only punishment 
meted out. A foreign service officer in the 
State Department, who had been arrested, 
was reinstated in his job and assigned to 
more important duties. The government 
requested that charges against a navy officer 
be dismissed. 

Senator Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin 
has not produced much in the way of real 
facts to support his allegations of Com- 
munist infiltration into the State Depart- 
ment. But the Amerasia case is an entirely 
different proposition. 

There is a baffling air of mystery and in- ! 
trigue around it to warrant a public de- 
mand for a thorough airing of all the facts 
and circumstances, and any Senators, 
whether Democrat or Republican, who seek 
to block efforts to get to the bottom of the 
strange story, are likely to have a hard time 
i justifying their position. 


City Government 

Registrars of Voters 

By WILLIAM DOHERTY, Chairman 

Another in a series of feature articles presented by the Oraphic 
as a public service to better acquaint the citizens of Newton 
with their government. 

Born in Watertown, Masachusetts, Mr. Doherty has lived in 
Newton 53 years. From 1905 to 1910 he was a member of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, and served as Vice President of the 
Aldermanic Board in 1910. In 1917 Mr. Doherty first became a 
member of the Board of Registrars of Voters, and has served con- 
tinuously on that Board ever since, having acted as Chairman 
since January 15, 1947, succeeding Harold F. Young in that position. 

Being as civic minded as he is, it is only natural that Mr. 
Doherty served as a member of Mayor Week’s Relief Committee, 
which was a predecessor of the present Community Chest, during 
the depression. He was an incorporator and member of the first 
Board of Directors of the Newton Community Chest. 

During World War I Mr. Doherty was District Chairman of 
ail Drives for Bond Sales and such. World War II found him as 
a member of Draft Board No. 112 for 3 Vi years. 

Q. You have been a member of the Newton Board of 
Registrars for over 30 years? 

Yes. On April first Just passed I completed 33 years of service 
on this Board, having flrst’been appointed, March 3, 1917 by former 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs, and have since been re-appointed 11 times 
by four different Mayors. 

Q. You certainly have a record to be proud of, Mr. ' 
Doherty. Will you tell us something about the Board of 
Registrars of Voters? How many members does It have, who 
are they ami what are their duties? 

According to provisions of the Jaw, membership on this Board 
must consist of four members, equally divided, according to en- 
rollment in the dominant political parties, so thah the Board now 
and for many years past has consisted of two Republicans and 
two Democrats. 

Appointments to this Board are made by the Mayor and are 
subject to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen, and are for 
tefms of three years. One member of the Board must be the 
City Clerk. The duties of the Board are somewhat diversified in 
that they have charge of registration of new voters, the selection 
of names^for the jury list and also supervision of the annual list- 
ing by the Police Department of all male and female residents of 
Newton who are 20 years old or over. The annual listing was 
formerly handled by the Board of Assessors. 

We also have charge of recounting of votes in disputed elec- 
tions— the actual counting of these ballots and decisions on dis- 
puted ballots must be made personally by members of the Board. 

In a City-wide recount this is a very tedious and exacting job, 
especially when you consider that during the Count one or morq 
representatives of Contending Candidates stand over the shoulders 
of the Registrars and frequently interrupt the Count .for the pur- 
pose of inspecting certain ballots and often entering into an argu- 
ment as to which Candidate is entitled to have a particular ballot 
counted in his favor or whether the ballot should be counted as a 
blank. 

In all such cases each member personally inspects the dis- 
puted ballot, in each case resorting to all of the methods com- 
monly used to correctly determine the intention of the voter and 
then renders his decision. A vote is then taken by the four mem- 
bers of the Board, and when the vote is not unanimous, the ma- 
jority vote governs. 

In cases where candidates representative is not in agreement 
with the Board’s decision he has the privilege of entering a pro- 
test. In such cases the Board makes a record of such protest to 
be available in case further action is subsequently taken by the 
Contending Candidate through an appeal to the Board or by 
court action. 

As previously stated, the recounting job is very tedious, but 
on the other hand, it gives the counter an excellent opportunity to 
study human nature by observing the characteristics of the voter. 

Most ballots are executed in a most intelligent manner, yet 
it is surprising how many voters either through carelessness or 
ignorance fail to mark their ballots properly. 

Q. What advise would you give voters In making out 
their ballots? 

The results in some elections could easily be changed if all 
voters would mark their choices on the ballot from top to bottom. 
Take for example a ballot showing the names of twenty or more 
candidates seeking election. It is not uncommon to find ballots 
where the voter has placed a cross against the names of only 
three or four candidates and in all too many cases only against 
the name of one candidate. This, of course, results in many 
blanks, and as previously stated, could, if properly marked, af- 
fect the election results in some pases. 

Q. Your Board also makes up Jury Lists? 

The selection of names for jury duty is made by the Board of 
Registrars, subject to a later check by the Police Department ! 
as a prevention against choice of people with serious court records 
or for other good reasons which the Police Department may have. 

The names selected are taken from the lists compiled by the 
Police Department each year in their Canvass of residents of this 
City on January first. 

There are now 26 voting precincts in Newton. Four more 
precincts are to be added in 1950. Police listings are printed ac- 
cording to precincts and each Registrar is assigned a certain 
number of precinct lists from which he selects names for jury duty. 

Persons of advanced age, those with professional occupations 
and Federal, State and City officials are usually exempt from 
service. * 

The names selected by the Board and approved by the Police 
Department are sent to our Clerk who then notifies each person 
selected by sending him a printed form containing a list of ques- 
tions which must be answered by selectee, and form then signed 
and returned to the City Clerk. 

Any selectee who feels that he has good reasons for not being 
drawn for jury duty may appear before the Board and state his 
reasons. If the Board is satisfied with the reasons given, they 
may excuse him from service. 

Those whose protests do not satisfy the Board together with 
those who made no protest are added to the jury list. 

The chances of being drawn for jury duty arc about one in 
forty. After serving as a juror the citizen may not be drawn 
again for at least three years. • 

The jury list when approved and printed is cut into sections, 
each containing name and address of each person approved for 
jury duty. These names arc placed in a revolving box and when 
the court makes requisition for names for jury duty, a member 
of the Board of Aldermen at a regularly called meeting of that 
Board is selected to draw from above described box as many 
printed names as the requisition calls for . Under thiy system 
there Is absolutely no opportunity for favoritism. 

Q. Now to come down to the actual Registration of Voters. 
How is that done? 

Thq registration of new voters is a very serious duty. In grant- 
ing any of our citizens the privilege of voting in elections held 
In our City the Registrars at all times must exercise extreme care 
and caution as well as good Judgment in the performance of their 
duties. 

According to law any qualified citizen may become a voter. 
To be qualified the applicant must be a citizen of the United States 
either by birth or by naturalization, and 21 years old or over, he 
or she must be able to read and write. A person who has been 
deprived of citizenship rights by court order or for any other law- 
ful reason cannot become a voter. 

The reading test requires the applicant to read five lines of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts printed on a 
card selected by applicant from a revolving box located on the 
Registrar's desk. The applicant is sworn to answer all questions 
truthfully. Questions consist of applicant’s age, where born, 
whether married or single, husband’s or wife’s name if married, 
also date of marriage, occupation and where employed. 

If foreign born, the applicant must produce naturalization pa- 
pers, the particulars of which are noted on the permanent record 
and is then stamped and dated with the official stamp of the Board 
of Registrars. 

Q. What if a person cannot produce his citizenship paper? 

If thT* applicant cannot produce his citizenship paper and claims 
to have been previously registered elsewhere, he must produce a 
certificate from the Board of Registrars or Election Commission 
of the town or city where he previously registered to prove his 
claim, or he must produce a certified copy of his citizenship paper 
from the court where he was naturalized. Failure to produce 
either of these documents deprives applicant of the privilege of 
registering. 


Proof of ability to write is shown when applicant signs the 
permanent registration record after giving satisfactory answers 
to all questions asked by the Registrars. 

After once registering it is not necessary to rc-register while 
registrant remains a resident of the city and at the same address 
given at time of Registration.

Since September 22, 1922 foreign bom women have to take out 
their own citizenship papers. Previous to that date they auto- 
matically assumed the citizenship of their husbands. 

The Board of Registrars are naturally proud of their perform- 
ance during this period, but feel that much of their success was 
due to our very efficient and affable City Clerk, Frank M. Grant, 
and his able office assistants.

The program, which is de- 
signed to And early* cases of 
heart disease and •tuberculosis, 
has been made possible by the 
cooperation of the Newton 
Health Department, Massachu- 
setts Department, of Public 
Health, Newton Tuberculosis and 
Health Association, Newton-Wel- 
leslcy Hospital. Newton Com- 
munity Council, District Nursing 
Association, Newton Chapter of 
the Red Cross, and volunteers 
from the Christmas Seal Com- 
mittee of the Newton Women’s 
Clubs. 

The purpose of the screening 
examination, Dr. Morris pointed 
out, is not to make a diagnosis, 
but to refer to their family physi- 
cians those persons who seem to 
have chest conditions that need 
attention. Thjese conditions can 
be treated much more success- 
fully if found early. 

The actual screening procedure 
is quite simple. Each Raytheon 
employee will first answer five 
questions about any of his pos- 
sible heart disease symptoms. 
He will then have his height, 
weight, and blood pressure 
recorded. A physicirfn from the 
health department will listen to 
his heart sounds. A chest X- 
ray completes his examination. 

For the four weeks required 
to screen the more than 2,000 
employees, the Raytheon Com- 
pany has made one of its con- 
ference rooms available for the 
heart examinations. The chest 
X-ray mobile unit loaned by 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health is parked out- 
side the entrance to the confer- 
ence room. Raytheqn’s person- 
nel department is sending em- 
ployees to be screened at the 
rate of two every five minutes. 

Free chest X-rays were given 
to Raytheon employees in 1945 
and 1947 by the Newton Tuber- 
culosis and Health Association, 
but this is the first time heart 
disease screening has been 
offered. Screening for heart 
disease is part of the Newton 
Heart Demonstration Program, 
the purpose of which is to de- 
termine how a community can 
solve its heart disease problems, 
and to demonstrate the finding 
to other communities throughout 
the country. A staff of Public 
Health Service specialists at- 
tached to the Newton Health 
Department is helping the Car- 
diac Program Committee of the 
Nev/ton- Wellesley Hospital staff 
and the Heart Committee of the 
Newton Community Council to 
study the problems and to plan 
and carry out a program. 

In the near future it is hoped 
that every Newton resident will 
have an opportunity to be 
screened for heart disease. Al- 
ready the Newton Community 
Council is working on plans for 
starting a heart disease screen- 
ing project in one village in the 
fall. 

Staffing the screening program 
at Raytheon, besides physicians, 
and nurses from the health de- 


partment, are the following: an 
x-ray technician from the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public 
Health; nurses from the District 
Nursing Association; nurses, 
nurses’ aides, gray ladies, staff 
aides, and canteen workers from 
the Red Cross; and volunteers 
from the Christmas Seal Com- 
mittees of the Women’s Clubs.

She 
taught many children the prin- 
ciples of piano playing in the 
various parishes. She organized 
the Altruist Club of young people 
in Middleton and Hathome, 
The Kings Daughters in Middle- 
ton, and the Aida Kittredge Chap- 
ter of the Kings Daughters in 
North Guilford, Conn. 

She was interested in and con- 
tributed to many benevolent or- 
ganizations, eager for the relief 
of the poor and suffering and 
philanthropic in her constant giv- 
ing out of herself to others.

The Highland Glee Club closed 
a most successful season last 
Saturday by winning first prize 
for the excellence of its singing 
at the annual contest of the Now 
England Federation of Men’s 
Glee Clubs held in Quincy. 

Lead by D. Ralph MacLean 
the Club sang two of the songs 
which were on the program last 
March at the Newton High 
School: "Bow Down Thine Ear’’ 
by Hayden Morgan, and the 
spiritual "Soon-ah Will Be Done” 
by William Daw-son. The com- 
petition was between ten of the 
seventeen men’s singing organi- 
zations from all over New Eng- 
land which make up the Federa- 
tion. Each competing club was 
rated by a panel of three judges 
on the following points: diction;

You can’t say anything about 
the food tastes in other countries 
if you relish a succulent crab, 
lobster, or shrimp. According to 
Childcraft books, these three 
creatures may be a gourmet’s de- 
light, but they are close relatives 
of insects and spiders. 


How much milk do you drink 
each day? How valuable Is it 
to you in your diet? 

Children of pre-school and 
school age should have at least 
one quart of milk each day and 
an adult should have at least 
2 cups of milk daily. 

Milk is the "Almost Perfect 
Food” because it supplies our 
body with a little of all the six 
essential food constituents 
necessary to maintain good 
health of our body and mind. 
These food constituents are car- 
bohydrate. protein, fat, vitamins, 
mineral and water. 

One cup of whole milk con- 
tains as much carbohydrate 
(sugar and starch) as that found 
in a medium sized apple or 3 
saltine crackers; as much pro- 
tein as in one egg or one ounce 
of meat, fish, cheese, poultry; 
as much fat as in two teaspoons 
of butter or margarine — but re- 
member— you are # also getting 
the Vitamin A — which is in but- 
ter as well as milk. Other vita- 
mins in milk are thiamin, and 
riboflavin. Some of the milk is 
now irradiated or fortified with 
Vitamin D. All these vitamins 
are important for general growth 
of body, protection of eyesight, 
healthy nervous system, good 
appetite and to assist in building 
strong bones and teeth. 

The most important minerals 
in milk are calcium and phos- 
phorus, essential for good bones 
and teeth. 

Milk is 87 r /c water which is an 
important aid in the digestion of 
food and also replenishes the 
water content of the body. 

Milk may be used in soups, 
sauces, puddings and on cereal 
if preferred. 

Skim milk, buttermilk, dried 
milk and evaporated milk are the 
cheaper forms to use on food 
budget. When used in dough 
mixtures and combined with 
other foods they add to the nut- 
ritional value of the diet. Evap- 
orated milk (undiluted) whips 
to make a valuable substitute 
for whipped cream. 

Did you realize that two and 
one-half ounces of cheese are 
equivalent in nutritive value to 
a pint of fresh milk? Cheese is 
relatively inexpensive and is use- 
ful to add flavor to bland cereal 
foods, like bread, macaroni, 
hominy and rice. 

Cheese and boiled milk are 
not generally- constipating. It 
is only when taken in excessive 
amounts in unbalanced meals — 
they should be a part of any 
well balanced daily meal plan 
consisting of two servings vege- 
tables (one green or yellow); 


potato, two or more servings 
fruit (at least one raw, citrus 
or tomato); eggs (one a day or 
at least four in a week); meat,, 
fish, poultry and cheese (at least* 
one or more servings); two or 
more servings cereal and bread 
and at least one or more table- 
spoon batter or margarine. 

Milk is a valuable food "must” 
in your daily diet because: 

1. Milk is the "almost per- 
fect food” as it contains most of 
the food elements required for 
growth, vitality and health. 

2. Milk gives you more food 
value for your money than any 
other single food. 

3. Milk is a refreshing bev- 
erage. 

4. Milk is very important in 
a reducing diet. 

5. Milk make?' you fit not fat. 

Directions for Whipped 

Evaporated Milk 

1. Place can of evaporated 
milk in freezing compartment of 
refrigerator or on the ice in an 
ice-box, to chill. For better re- 
sults, pour evaporated milk into 
an ice cube tray and sot in freez- 
ing compartment until ice crys- 
tals form around the edges. 

2. Chill bowl and beater. 

3. Whip as for ordinary 
cream. 

4. Add one tbs. lemon juice 
for Vst cup evaporated milk. Con- 
tinue whipping to blend 
thoroughly. 

5. Flavor with powdered 
sugar and vanilla to taste. 

Use on top of desserts, ginger- 
bread, etc.

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program of assistance to children 
in isolated rural areas of the 
United States and in seven Euro- 
pean countries. 

Two million pounds of wear- 
able clothing has been set as the 
national goal. Last year in the 
Eighth National Children’s Cloth- 
ing Crusade, nearly three million 
pupils took part in 813 bundle 
days in some 40 states and raised 
a total of 3,300,000 pounds. 

Clothing collected by the Fed- 
eration is distributed abioad for 
the relief of needy children in 
Austria, Finland, France, Greece, 
Germany, Holland and Italy. 
Save the Children Federation rep- 
resentatives in Europe report 
that clothing needs are particul- 


arly acute In Greece, parts of 
Italy, and among the refugees in 
Austria and Germany. At the 
start of the year, there were four 
million refugee children in these 
two countries alone. 

In America clothing is distrib- 
uted in low-income rural areas of 
eight Southern and Mid-western 
States and on the Navajo Indian 
Reservation, in which the Federa- 
tion operates its sponsored school 
program. Many of the children in 
the American areas served come 
from families with cash incomes 
of less than $400 a year. If it were 
not for the Bundle Day collec- 
tions, thousands of these children 
would not be able to attend school 
during inclement weather be- 
cause of lack of proper clothing. 

Dr. W. Howard Plllsbury, for- 
mer president of the American 
Association of School Adminis- 
tration, and chairman of the Fed- 
eration’s Advisory Committee of 
School Superintendents, points 
out that the public school bundle 
day "provides a practical and ef- 
fective means of clothing collec- 
tion, and, at the same time, teach- 
es youth in our schools to share 
with the less fortunate. A sense 
of brotherhood will be fostered 
and a foundation laid for inter- 
national good-will by participa- 
tion in the National Children’s 
Clothing Crusade." 

Superintendent Gores said that 
wearable clothing of all types, in 
both baby’s, children’s and adult 
sizes; blankets, sheets and other 
bedding, and pairs of outgrown 
shoes are needed. 

"I hope we will give a bit of 
ourselves with these gifts, by 
cleaning and mending the gar- 
ments so they will express our 
good wishes for the children who 
receive them,” he said. 

A large number of shipping 
bags have been ordered from the 
Federation, and leaflets will be 
given to all children in the 
school system to take home dur- 
ing the week, stating the purpose 
of the drive and asking the co- 
operation of parents.

The spacious area in rear of 
the station provides an excellent 
location for drill purposes and 
a Are hydrant has been provided 
for pump evolutions in connec- 
tion with company drills. 

This station contains the new 
Engine 10 with a personnel of 
three officers and 11 privates 
and was established on January 
3, 1950 providing Are protection 
for the rapid expansion of the 
Oak Hill district of the city.

get a fair price and sell more 
quickly. Turchon made It clear 
that his concern does not sell 
houses for others because they 
deal only in properties they own 
and repair with their own me- 
chanics. He said: 

"Selling homes in today’s mar- 
ket calls for intelligence and 
work. The owner should first 
make his home attractive. Take a 
leaf out of the second hand auto 
I dealer’s book: Clean up, tune-up 
and paint. Clear out the cellar 1 
and attic. Remove everything 
fiom stairs, duft og every rafter, 
take away all rubbish and need- 
less accumulation. Clean up the 
grounds. Trim overgrown bushes. 
Remove debris from the garage. 
If possible, whiten ceilings, paint 
and paper. In any event, soap 
and water are cheap. 

"Bath and kitchen should be 
scrupulously immaculate. More 
sales are lost or made here than 
; in any other two rooms in the 
house. Let in sunlight during the 
day. Use large enough bulbs at 
night, and be sure that no sock- 
ets are empty. Keep windows 
washed, bed spreads neat, dress- 
ers attractive. All clothes should 
be carefully hung and closets 
kept neat. 

"Furniture and hangings 
should be clean, orderly and at- 
tractive. Show off your house in 
1 its Sunday best, for the most im- 
portant company you may ever 
1 have is coming to visit, inspect 
and decide. 

"Then select some neighbor- 
hood realtor in whom you have 
(confidence. He is a professional 
man like a good doctor or lawyer 
and knows his business. Give him 
all the information you can, tell 
him the*good and bad and expect 
him to do an equally honest job. 

"Set a definite time each day 
to show your house. When he 
comes with prospects, shut off 
the radio, muzzle the dog. find 
work to keep the children busy 
and avoid discussion on any topic 
with anybody. 

"By then your home is so at- 
tractive and the whole world so 
harmonious, you may decide not 
to sell at all! Seriously, however, 
just as we predicted two years 
ago. prices of single family homes 
will continue to drop for a long 
time. Due to rent control, prices 
of two and three-apartment prop- 
erties arc still low. The 1949 dol- 
lar considered, these are actually 
cheaper today than pre-war. This 
is a good time to sell your single 
and buy a good two apartment 
house. Later on singles will be 
cheaper; two family houses seem 
sure to go up with rent relief. 

"Finally," said Turchon, "you 
must be prepared to take a fair 
price compared with other 
singles, if you really mean to sell. 
Buyers of single family houses 
know that there are now more 
listings with brokers than for 
several years: that hundreds of 
new houses are standing vacant 
and unsold; that the fabulous 
figures of yesteryear are now his- 
tory. Too many people bougnt 
homes they cannot afford and are 
now wisely looking to buy two- 
family homes that have not yet 
gone up like singles.”

England’s Errors

The tragic plight of the Eng- 
lish people under their present 
socialist-type government was 
discussed Monday by Robert H. 
W. Welch, Jr., of Belmont at the 
Rotary Club meeting held at the 
Biae Burn Country Clubhouse. 

Welch, a prominent Cambridge 
candy manufacturer, took as his 
subject: "A business man looks 
at England." He was introduced 
by John Cox, local Rotarian and 
one of Welch’s personal friends. 

In his address Welch explained 
how the United States is dupli- 
cating England’s economic and 
political mistakes by following 
about one-half generation behind 
that country down the road to 
socialism. He also pointed out 
how Massachusetts is being used 
as a "guinea pig" by politicians 
on Beacon Hill and in Washing- 
ton in their zeal to introduce so- 
cialistic measures in this country. 
He contended Massachusetts is 
now a leader in the "handout" 
class of states, where welfarism 
is being propounded. 

For three years Welch has 
waged a personal fight against 
the inroads being made by so- 
cialism in Massachusetts and the 
United States, speaking before 
various civil, fraternal and busi- 
ness groups from one end of the 
state to the ot»her. 

England. Welch maintained, 
provides the American people 
with an "excellent mirror" re- 
flecting the type of life that 
"creeping collectivism" leads to. 
Welch visited England three 
times to collect material for his

A Tribute to Members of the 
Veterans’ Housing Department 

(The following talk was given at , the. Newton Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation meeting May 8 by George L. White, vice-president of the 
Newton-Waltham Bank and Trust Company.) 

A picture, it has been said, can 
save a thousand words. 
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( There is in the custody of one 
man at each table, two envelopes, 
one marked "Before" and the 
other marked "After.’' 

Will the respective custodians 
extract the photograph from the 
"Before” envelope, inspect It 
closely, and pass It around the 
table so that each may see it. 

You will notice the photograph 
was taken on April 4th, 1948. 
You cannot possibly recognize it 
I as the present site of Oak Hill 
Park, but that is what it is. On 
and before April 4th, 1948 it was 
but a blight on the landscape — 
aptly described in the Annual 
Report of of Public Works De- 
partment of the City of Newton 
as "composed of 128 acres, — 
approximately 90 acres of waste 
land where the top soil had been 
removed. — an eleven acre swamp, 
pools of stagnant water ledge 
outcrops, piles of waste material, 
peat, etc., — formerly (a) sand 
and gravel pit.” and you don’t 
need a long look, I know you will 
admit, to agree that the Public 
Works Department was not given 
to over-statement. 

Now in the few short months 
that followed, just think of the 
accomplishments : 

Provision was made on paper 
for 412 house lots, none less than 
7,000 square feet in area, a shop- 
ping and parking space, and a 
new school site. Nurturing the 
plan into reality involved among 
other things — 

Pushing around nearly three- 
quarters of a million cubic yards 
of dirt and gravel. 

Importing about 300.000 cubic 
yards of filling. Construction of 
a trunk sewer 1 Vi miles to the 
project. 

Building 5!a miles of bitumi- 
nous concrete streets with cement 
concrete sidewalks, cement curb- 
ings, surface, drains, 4 miles of 
sewer, and 4 miles of water main. 

Planting over 5,000 shrubs, 
1,100 trees, and 500 evergreens. 

Providing through the Public 
Utilities for electricity, telephone 
service, gas, and transportation. 

Last, but by far the most im-

Apparently More 
Careful of Diet

Newtonites are well-fed — 
possibly too well fed — if the 
sample tests made at the annual 
meeting of the Newton Com- 
munity Council recently are in- 
dicative of a city-wide trend. 

The experiment w^s conducted 
by the Newton Nutrition Center 
ir. co operation with the Newton 
Heart Program. Fifty of the 
90-odd people attending the meet- 
ing, 35 women and 15 men, had 
courage enough to get weighed. 
Of these, three were u iderweight, 

1 16 ideal weight, and 31 or 62% 
overweight. 

In a breakdown of figures, the 
distaff side made by far the 
better showing. Only 3% of the 
women were underweight, as 
compared to 14% of the men. 
Ideal weights were maintained 
by 40% of the women, but just 
14% of the men. In the over--* 
weight column were 57% of the 
women and a whopping 73% of 
the men. 

Figures were compiled on the 
basis of a weight chart issued by 
an insurance company. Miss 
Marjorie Cantoni and Mrs. Marie 
Barrett of the Nutrition Center, 
and Miss Pat Thoreson, Newton 
Heart Program Nutritionist, offi- 
ciated at the weighings.

-at the funeral sendees for Edwin Otis Childs, 73, former mayor 
of Newton, who died Wednesday, May 17. 

The services were the city’s 
final tribute to the man who held 
the office of mayor for a total 
of 20 years, winning -i wide circle 
of friends and political associates 
and endearing himself to every- 
one who knew- him. The Rev. 

Ray Eusden. pastor of the church 
where the former mayoi had 
been an usher for 34 years and a 
Sunday school teacher for 44 
years, officiated. 

Opening the services by re- 
citing the 23rd Psalm, Rev. Eus- 
den, D.D.. was assisted by Rev. 

R. Watson Sadler, minister 
of the North Congregational 
Church. Herbert Irvine was the 
organist. 

William M. Wasson was chief

Judge P. Sarsfleld 
Cunnlff of the Waltham District 
Court, Superintendent of Schools 
Harold B. Gores and former al- 
derman Chester A. Prior who 
came from Washington, D. C., 
where he is attached to the De- 
partment of Justice, attended the 
services. 

The details of police and fire- 
men in uniform were led by Chief 
Philip Purcell and Chief John E.

Mr. Childs was mayor of this 
city from 1914 to 1930 and from 
1936 to 1940. Born in Newton 
August 19, 1876. he was the son 
of Edwin O. Childs and Caroline 
Chaffin Childs. He was gradu- 
ated from Newton High School 
in 1895, from Harvard College 
in 1899, and from Boston Univer- 
sity Law School in 1902. 

Early in life he became active 
in the affairs of the Eliot Con- 
gregational Church, of which he 
was a member; North Congrega- 
tional Church at Nonantum, the 
Newton Y.M.C.A., and the No- 
nantum Boys’ Club. For more 
than twenty years he gave freely 
of his time to the Boys Club, of 
which he was in charge and at 
one time was chairman of the 
advisory board of Newton Chap- 
ter, Order of DeMolay. 

He also had been a member of 
the Newton Board of Health; had 
served as a County Commission- 
er and had been a member of 
the Governor’s Committee to 
study effects of alconolism. For 
many years he was a practising 
attorney here. 

Mr. Childs is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Mildred Roy Childs; 
a son, Edwin O. Childs, Jr.; a 
daughter, Mrs. Kathleen Ken- 
nedy; and three grandchildren, 
all of Newton; and two sisters, 

Mrs. Mary Kendrick of Newton, 
and Mrs. Caroline Haslem of St. 

Louis, Mo. 

Interment services at Newton 
Cemetery were private, with Rev. 

Ray A. Eusden officiating.

The large outpouring of officials, citizens, 
friends and neighbors at the services last 
Saturday for Edwin Otis Childs, for twenty 
years mayor of this city, was a distinct 
tribute to the man, we believe, more than 
to his efficient directorship of the local gov- 
ernment while he was its chief executive.

The candidates of the parties will be chosen 
and will start their campaigns for election 
in November. If you want your party to 
nominate the candidate you believe best 
fitted, go to the polls. 

If you value your freedom, if you have 
any interest at all in defending and main- 
taining a free nation, vote. Vote in every 
election, whether it involves a President or 
local officials. Every time you fail to vote, 
you fail to discharge the most basic Amer- 
ican duty.

This idea that you can be rocked to sleep 
by a bureaucratic government and still re- 
main free is just plain foolish. 

Every Federal officeholder and deputy do- 
gooder is in favor of simplifying the execu- 
tive establishments and rendering it less 
expensive, so long as his own agency is not 
touched. If anyone suggests that his office 
might be eliminated it comes close to treason. 

Now, with the shooting war over, the con- 
tinuance of these business-hurting taxes, 
with their adverse effects on employment 
and trade, is inexcusable.
